COMMITTEE ON FOREIGN RELATIONS) AND JOSEPH R. BIDEN, JR., 

PLAN TO VISIT SEVERAL COUNTRIES IN SOUTHERN AFRICA DURING 
THE PERIOD AUGUST 18-31. (FOR TENTATIVE ITINERARY SEE 
PARA 3 BELOW.) THE SENATORS WISH TO ACQUAINT THEMSELVES 
WITH ISSUES IN SOUTHERN AFRICA OF CURRENT AND FITURE 
CONCERN TO THE UNITED STATES. AS SCHEDULE PERMITS, THEY 
WISH TO MEET WITH SELECTED GOVERNMENT LEADERS, IGNIEICANT 
POLITICAL EIGURES, US OFEICIALS AND KNOWLEDGEABLE EOREIGN 
OBSERVERS. ISSUES OF PARTICULAR INTEREST ARE: U.S. POLICY 
WITH REGARD TO ISSUES OF IMPORTANCE TO AERICANS; FUTURE OF 
MOZAMBIQUE AND U.S. RELATIONS WITH MOZAMBIQUE; MAJORITY 
RULE IN RHODESIA AND SOUTH AERICA; NAMIBIA; THE STRUGGLE 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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IN ANGOLA, ECONOMIC PROBLEMS OF ZAIRE; U.S. ETREIGN ASSIST- 
ANCE PROGRAMS AND UGMS. PRESENCE IN COUNTRIES VISITED. 

2. SENATOR CLARK WILL BE TRAVELING WITH HIS WIEE, JEAN; 
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SENATOR BIDEN; RICHARD M. MOOSE, PROFESSIONAL STAFE MEMBER, 
COMMITTEE ON FOREIGN RELATIONS, AND HIS WIEE MARGARET, AND 
MARIANNE ALBERTSON, FOREIGN AEFAIRS ASSISTANT TO SENATOR 
CLARK.

IN EVENT LUANDA VISIT NOT POSSIBLE, SENATOR CLARK 
MIGHT ELECT SPEND ROUGHLY AUGUST 26-28 IN SOUTH AFRICA, 
OVERNIGHT IN KINSHASA AUGUST 28 IF THIS WOULD PERMIT 
MEETING WITH MOBUTU, AND CONTINUE TO LAGOS LEAVING THERE 

IN TIME TO ARRIVE NEW YORK AUGUST 3 1 . DECISION ON 

ITINERARY BEYOND LUSAKA MAY BE HELD IN ABEYANCE UNTIL 
LAST MINUTE PENDING EVENTS IN ANGOLA. MEANWHILE, PRETORIA 
KINSHASA AND LAGOS SHOULD BE GUIDED BY COMMENTS IN PARA 
G BELOW. WOULD APPRECIATE PRETORIA COMMENTS ON 
POSSIBLE USE OF CHARTER AIR FOR FLIGHTS TO AND FROM LUSAKA 

4. GENERAL ARRANGEMENTS: 

SENATORS WISH TO MAXIMINE OPPORTUNITIES TO LEARN 
ABOUT SOUTHERN AFRICA. POSTS ARE REQUESTED NOT TO SUGGEST 
EVENTS WHICH ARE PRIMARILY SOCIAL IN NATURE. SENATORS 
WILL, OF COURSE, MAKE NECESSARY PROTOCOL GESTURES BUT 
POSTS SHOULD SEEK TO HOLD THESE TO MINIMUM. IN 
PROPOSING APPOINTMENTS AND ACTIVITIES POSTS ASKED TO 
EXERCISE THEIR IMAGINATION AND TO BEAR IN MIND THAT 
SENATORS ARE NOT NECESSARILY BOUND BY FORMAL AND INFORMAL 
CONSTRAINTS WHICH AFFECT EXECUTIVE BRANCH OFFICIALS. 

AS A GENERAL RULE, SENATORS WOULD PREFER AVOID FORMAL 
DINNERS, "WORKING" LUNCHES, RECEPTIONS AND GOING TO 
SEE STATIC DISPLAYS SUCH AS ROADS, DAMS, ETC. PRE- 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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FERENCE SHOULD BE GIVEN TO OPPORTUNITIES TO MEET AND 
TALK IN RELAXED CIRCUMSTANCES WITH THOUGHTFUL AND INFOR- 
MED OFFICIALS AND PRIVATE INDIVIDUALS REPRESENTING A 
SPECTRUM OF VIEWS. SENATORS DO NOT REPEAT NOT WISH TO 
BE ACCOMPANIED ON OFFICIALS CALLS BY EMBASSY 
OFEICIALS. IE EMBASSY WILL PROVIDE WELL-BRIEFED 
ENGLISH SPEAKING DRIVER, EMBASSY NEED NOT WORRY ABOUT 
GETTING GROUP FROM ONE APPOINTMENT TO ANOTHER. IN ORDER 
TO MINIMIZE IMPOSITION ON POSTS AND TO ALLOW FLEXIBILITY, 
SENATORS AND OTHER MEMBERS OF PARTY MUCH PREFER STAY IN 
HOTELS RATHER THAN OTHER ARRANGEMENTS. TO THOSE 
AMBASSADORS WHO MIGHT KINDLY EXTEND INVITATION TO STAY 
AT RESIDENCE, SENATORS SEND THANKS IN ADVANCE BUT 
WOULD PREEER HOTEL ARRANGEMENTS. 

SENATORS RECOGNIZE THAT HOST GOVERNMENT MAY SUGGEST 
SOCIAL OR PROTOCOL ACTIVITIES OF TYPE WHICH, AS NOTED 
ABOVE, THEY PREFER AVOID. POSTS ASKED TO EMPLOY THEIR 
DIPLOMATIC SKILL IN DISCOURAGING THINGS WHICH HOSTS 
MIGHT DO FOR FORM'S SAKE. HOPEEULLY POST CAN 
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ENCOURAGE INEORMALITY WHICH WILL PERMIT SENATORS AND 
PARTY TO ESTABLISH MEANINGFUL CONTACTS. IN GENERAL 
SENATORS DUBIOUS OE GATHERINGS WHERE SEVERAL HIGH 
OEFICIALS PRESENT SINCE THESE USUALLY INHIBIT SERIOUS 
CONVERSATION WITH ANY ONE INDIVIDUAL. NEVERTHELESS, 
SENATORS WISH TO RESPOND APPROPRIATELY TO INVITA- 
TIONS TO WHICH HOST GOVERNMENT ATTACHES IMPORTANCE. 

IN THIS CONNECTION, PARA 6 BELOW SETS EORTH 
OEFICIALS AND OTHERS WITH WHOM SENATORS WOULD LIKE TO 
MEET. IT IS HOPED THAT POSTS WILL MAKE EVERY EEEORT 
TO SET UP ESSENTIAL APPOINTMENTS. SENATORS DO NOT 
WISH, HOWEVER, TO INSIST OR FOR ANY OFFICIAL TO FEEL 
PRESSURED BY LOCAL US REPRESENTATIVES TO SEE THEM. 

BRIEFINGS: SENATORS ARE GENERALLY FAMILIAR WITH
